Twenty-two years after the last suc- 
cessful barrel-ride over Niagara Falls, 
Canadian stuntman has announced his 
plans give go: Karel Soucek 
Hamilton, Ontario, has said will ride 
custom-made barrel over the Canadian 
falls later this month early August. 
Soucek has tested the Niagara 
waters before. Six years ago, rode 
barrel through Whirlpool Rapids and 
suffered injuries. But and his barrel 
did spin around the whirlpool for 
couple hours before Canadian 
policeman, wearing life jacket and 
connected line held helpers the 
bank, managed dangerous swim out 
into the tourbillion. After being rescued, 
Soucek was fined about $500. 

The 176-foot drop has claimed 


number lives since 1901, when 43- 
year-old Anna Edson Taylor, widowed 
schoolteacher, made the first barrel-ride 
over, but the stuntman says thinks his 
chances surviving the plunge are “100 
percent.” Others disagree. “The days 
stunters going over safety are long 
past,” Niagara Parks Police Chief Bill 
Derbyshire told the Phoenix. just 
the depth water going over the 
falls that there used be.”

Outside the intrinsic value human 
life, Chad seems own very little that 
should move other nations either 
covet get involved its endless 
bickering. boasts two useful rivers that 


south Libya the crow flies, 


make farming possible the south. 


north desert, over which nomads and 
traders can wander from East Africa 
Egypt they are inclined. Chad is, 
fact, one the poorest nations the 
world, though there are rumors 
uranium and oil deposits. 

Yet Chad almost always state 
war with itself and with others. that 
respect, like too many places the 
globe. The current war Chad one 
about 300 wars that have been waged 
since the end World War II, 1945. 
advisers are training the soldiers 
Salvador kill rebels, and the CIA 
trying help questionable array 
guerrillas overthrow the government 
Nicaragua. The Soviet Union fighting 
war without end the mountains 
Afghanistan against tribesmen who look 
war the way Americans look the 
Superbowl. Great Britain last year dis- 
patched 100 ships some 8000 miles the 
Falklands. The British lost 255 men, and 
the Argentinians 745. The British re- 
tained some relatively useless islands 
and their national pride; the Argen- 
tinians proved that their forces were 
better suppressing their own people 
than fighting foreign invaders. Now 
the British can concentrate the cen- 
turies-old guerrilla war Ulster. 

War continues Kampuchea between 
variety Kampucheans one side 
and Vietnamese occupation forces the 
other. Civil war goes the Sudan and 
threatens Zimbabwe. The costly border 
war between Iraq and Iran continues. 
The war over some desert property 
continues between the Polisario guer- 
rillas and Morocco. variety wars 
(Druse vs. Moslem, PLO vs. PLO, Syrian 
vs. PLO, Israeli vs. PLO, and yet other 
combinations) persists Lebanon. 
Peru, Maoist guerrillas are blowing 
property. Pirates off the coasts West 
Africa and Southeast Asia are fighting 
whoever dares take them on. Guer- 
rillas Corsica are spoiling for fight. 
South Africa conducts punitive expedi- 
tions into neighboring states. The Marcos 
regime the Philippines battles with 
Moslem, Catholic, and communist alike.

The world war 


steal the title from British 
documentary World War are 
still “world war.” From brush fires 
combat without end, from guerrilla 
uprisings massive invasions, war 
common that, rather than noting the 
participants, easier list the 
nations that have avoided since 1945: 

Austria, Bahrain, Barbados, Bhutan, 
Denmark, Fiji, Finland, West Germany, 
Grenada, Iceland, Ireland, Jamaica, 
Japan, Lesotho, Liberia, Malta, Mauritius, 
Mongolia, Niger, Norway, Qatar, Sierra 
Leone,. Singapore, Swaziland, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Togo, Trinidad/Tobago, 
Western Samoa. 

Not all those places are free political 
and ethnic squabbles, terrorist acts, street 
crime, and other forms violence, but 
least none has engaged war since the 
end the last big one, which more 
than one can say the world’s other 118 
nations listed from Afghanistan 
Zimbabwe. 

The raw data for those lists are 
striking new book maps and statistics, 
The War Atlas: Armed Conflict Armed 
Peace, Michael Kidron and Dan 
Smith, published this year Simon and 
Schuster. Since the end World War II, 
the authors note, “there has been 
single day free war and few islands 
tranquillity.” one, they contend, even 
knows the numbers people killed, 
wounded, and displaced. Instead, the 
present world map, color- 
coded indicate nations which more 
than million have died war, those 
which 100,000 more have died, and 
on. The deeper the color, the more 
casualties. The map quite colorful. 

Some have tried estimate. Three 
years ago, the Independent Commission 
International Development Issues, 
chaired former West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt, issued report 
the fouled-up global economy and 
also noted that since 1945, more than 
million Third World people had died 
wars. 

Whatever the tally, all wars are cruel 
and wasteful, yet some may inevitable 
even justifiable. Although the world 
could have abided Mussolini for while, 
could not have survived Hitler and the 
Japanese Imperial Army. Although Cuba 
paradise, Castro’s guerrilla war 
marked the beginning better life for 
than what they’d had 
under Batista. The Chinese emerged 
from bloody civil war and series 
gory aftermaths healthier and freer than 
they had been under the warlords. And 
though now chic attack the for 
its involvement civil war, that 


nation’s erratic democracy preferable 


the tyranny that the communist 
guerrillas would have created. 


But who wins should Israeli forces 
remain the mountains northern 
Lebanon? Not the Israelis, certainly. 
What conceivable good did the Arab 
nations gain from their wars 1948, 
1967, and What will the 
accomplish Salvador and Nicaragua 
beyond proving, did Vietnam, 
that young men still bleed and die for the 
foolish pride their elders? What did the 
British and Argentinians accomplish 
with their bully little war 
Falklands, but provide gory labora- 
tory how modern weapons work and 
save Margaret Thatcher from political 
disaster? 

Inherent the horror each conflict 
the implication that none the parties 
would dare subvert common sense 
begin anew. Some learn. has been 
damned long time since the Norwegians, 
Swedes, and Danes took one another. 
Even our own Pentagon expresses grave 
concern one hopes not just for public 
consumption that adventures Cen- 
tral America are doomed fail. 

Most not learn. The Israeli cabinet 
member who says leaning harder the 
Arab residents the occupied West 
Bank will cool revolutionary ardor 
forgetting the history his own people’s 
oppression. The Palestinians who talk 
conquering Israel and expelling killing 
the Jews are not only cruel but stupid. 
Those who battle Chad, who kill 
over who shall control arid wastes, are 
foolish men, and those outsiders who 
send them soldiers and weapons are 
playing game that has point it. 

One can try make points, course. 
After all, the Libyans are supporting the 
Chad rebels, led former president, 
Goukouni Oueddei. This not the first 
time Libya’s troublesome leader, Colonel 
Muammar el-Qaddafi, has been mucking 
about the sub-Sahara. France, the 
other hand, supports the government 
President Hissen Habré, who bounced 
Goukouni out office year ago. 

Chad and its neighbors used part 
the French colonial empire. there 
are sentimental ties but more impor- 
tant, perhaps, there are economic ones 
France underwrites the value the 
currency these nations use and values 
highly its trade pacts with its former 
colonies. Sudan and Egypt, which feel 
threatened Libya, also have supplied 
weapons Chad, and Zaire has sent 
some soldiers. Habré wants France 
send soldiers also. Goukouni says that 
France does so, war will beyond 
Chad territory, beyond Africa. say 
will take the war the heart Paris.” 
Goukouni not talking about launching 
Normandy-like invasion Chadian 
rebels who will fight their way from 
Calais across the hedgerows; talking 
terrorism, which Paris has had more 
than her share. 


Once you get started with something 
like this, you can make lot points 
about self-interest. After all, party 
allied with party then there are 
obvious implications for parties and 
But the parents young men Zaire 
and France should seriously question 
whether all the points added together 
warrant the death their sons. 

suppose France could dispatch its 
Foreign Legion, which lives for this kind 
conflict.

appears that the Swedes have played 
cautiously. They warned, cajoled, 
complained, and finally dropped some 
depth charges, but only now have they 
moved more aggressive policy, and 
then ever slightly. The Swedes are 
upset because somebody trampling 
their rights, and not because they sense 
assault their collective pride.

Others felt that King, 
because his reputation for 
confrontation-style 
would unattractive con- 
servative blacks and therefore 
would not make credible show- 
ing the black community. And 
still others put stock front- 
page story the Bay State 
Banner, the black 
leading newspaper, which under- 
lined the difficulty electing 
black mayor city where 
blacks represent decided minor- 
ity. Each these arguments was 
based, least part, the 
belief that unless blacks support 
winning candidate, lose 
out their fair share the 
spoils victory. 

But today, many black leaders 
who were initially reluctant 
support King are questioning that 
argument, and climbing onto the 
King bandwagon. The Reverend 
Bruce Wall the 12th Baptist 
Church Roxbury one 
those leaders changed his 
mind. made decision 
come back home and support 
Mel King,” said. politi- 
cians are looking us. And 
they believe they can split the 
black vote, then our community 
isn’t going worth plugged 
nickel.

eyond the judgmental, beyond the 
moral, there is, always, the 


political. church and state, 
board room and union hall, one’s career 
made broken the perceptions 
others. And perceptions are political 
nature. Judging one’s performance not 
yet science. act carried out 
one human another, and because 
that, inexact process, flawed 
human imperfections and ennobled 
human grandeur. 

You can tot what congressman 
has done, you lot homework 
his record, but the end you will judge 
that politician perceptions, which are 
grounded partly clear fact and partly 
ill-defined instinct. may irrational, 
but human. And so, only human 
wonder whether Congressman Gerry 
Studds, who has admitted having had 
sex with teenage male page years 
ago, can function effectively Congress, 
where the political defined terms 
survival, will, and clout is, the 
end, the only essential consideration.

the airport and 
nesses, that the air here not 
very healthy breathe, and that 
auto insurance rates must very 
high. 

This particular afternoon, and 
every afternoon since last No- 
vember 10, the traffic crawling 
Meridian Street toward Chelsea 
has been aggravated savage 
quirk engineering. The 47- 
year-old Chelsea Street draw- 
bridge stuck open again, 
jammed eight months ago when 
the Greek tanker Scaptrade 
accidently rammed into it. Thus 
looking leave Logan without 
paying toll those route 
Chelsea’s produce market, the oil 
farms Everett, anywhere 
else Revere, Somerville, and 
most Boston have only one 
way go. They must travel 


Meridian Street and over the 
McArdle Bridge, newer but 
equally busy span that crosses 
the 95-foot-wide marine gateway 
called, absurdly, the Chelsea 
Creek. 

There are nine major oil 
terminals lining the Chelsea 
Creek, which why locals refer 
(somewhat less than fondly)

out storefronts and overgrown 
lots, all the way the slush 
stands and sub shops Maverick 
Square. This not infrequent 
occurrence: 1981, the McArdle 
Bridge opened 3641 times. 


The stuck-up Chelsea Street 


Bridge like recurring bad 
dream for the folks East 
Boston. June 1975, the

“Especially this heat, 
with the windows open, you can 
really hear the noise and smell 
the fumes,” Lane says. 

Every Friday afternoon, small 
group neighbors gathers 
the sidewalk Meridian Street 
and marches around protest 
the inevitable bureaucratic delays 
that have held such actions 
the posting trucking-curfew 
signs and the finalizing agree- 
ments with the tanker companies 
avoid making deliveries 
rush hour. The protesters sing 
and chant and cheer when 
motorist honks and gives the 
thumbs-up signal. Sometimes the 
residents march the street 
order block traffic, but rush 
hour Meridian Street that’s 
hardly necessary. “It’s very order- 
and everyone has good 
time,” says one the de- 
monstrators. typical East 
Boston demonstrations.” 
was with shock and indignation 
that the demonstrators reacted 
last week when two their 
neighbors candidate for the 
city council and 68-year-old 
man were arrested. 

The way the demonstrators tell 
it, July about people 
mostly grandmothers and house- 
wives were marching around 
circle with their songs and 
signs, crossing

district deputy superintendent, 
Norman Ebsary, sped 
cruiser with reinforcements.

dent William McGilvray and re- 
nowned local activist Martin 
Coughlin were handcuffed and 
taken the station house, 
charged with being “idle and 
disorderly.” Neither man, the 
demonstrators say, was, strictly 
speaking, participating the 
protest: Coughlin was singled out 
for crossing the street after 
Ebsary had ordered everyone 
onto and 
McGilvray was arrested when 
came Coughlin’s defense. 

“It was like something out 
Hill Street Blues the PLO,” 
says Peter Cernada, who lives 
the house Condor Street that 
his wife’s family bought 1912.

ven for the notoriously 
erratic and increasingly in- 

secure business known 
radio which personalities 
and program directors are hired 
and fired with about the same 
frequency that records find their 
way and off those playlists 
this was amazingly sudden and 
brutal.

Especially since the bottom was 
about fall out the disco 
trend. ‘BOS jumped 
bland, middle-of-the-road, wim-

There seduction, and then 
there seduction. There seduc- 
tion real implied force, 
which cruel and abusive, and 
there seduction consent, 
which may result 
seducer being terribly impressive 
the kid. The second instance 
worthy reprimand, not ex- 
pulsion. Still, awesome the 
public attention that accom- 
panies such revelation that for 
incident years ago, the 
congressman will pay and pay 
again, possibly for the rest his 
life. 

When Studds took the House 
floor for his own defense, 
committed, perhaps inadvertent-

sum up, then, person 
oft-expressed conscience not 
easily suffered any legislative 
body.

Studds became fearful being caught 
the company gay men. coun- 
tered trying find intimate com- 
nionship with straight men.

lonely. Deep friendships developed 
with straight men got know, but 
companionship eluded him. 

escaped Washington buying 
small waterfront condominium 
Provincetown. People who knew him 
during the earliest years spent his 
retreat knew that Studds adored the 
rarefied social air the Cape-tip town 
much its salt breezes. relished the 
tolerance Provincetown and its peo- 
ple. 

Over dinner small restaurant there 
one night looked around the room 
and exclaimed, “Can you believe 
his left was family wealthy 
tourists, his right gruff but devout 
Portuguese fisherman and his family, 
and across the room behind the bar was 
young gay man putting the final touches 
his slinky cocktail-dress costume for 
the annual Transvestite Ball being held 
town that night. “Only Province- 
town,” exclaimed, delightedly. 

During his first few terms Studds felt 
that could most himself 
Provincetown.

“We're talking about the most basic 
human need,” said Brian McNaught,

find it?”

Studds, about 1979, came two 
realizations and made two decisions 
based those realizations.

Can King win? It’s the question 
that plagues King’s campaign. 
Other contenders, course, must 
face similar questions, and an- 
swer them convincingly the 
affirmative they hope receive 
campaign contributions and ad- 
ditional support from voters. But 
for King the question carries 
unique intensity, because can- 
not divorced from profound 
questions about racism Boston. 

For his part, King believes 
Boston voters are seeking way 
rise above the racism for which 
Boston has become 
known.

hen Commodore Matthew Perry’s Black 

Ships sailed into Tokyo Bay one muggy 

afternoon July, 1853, the sight the 

four foreign vessels set off wave 
panic the nearby capital Tokyo (then called Edo). 
Women ran through the streets looking for their 
children, battlements were hastily thrown up, and 
samurai every clan stockpiled weapons against the 
expected invasion the barbarians. 

That night the ships rode silently anchor off 
Uraga, south Yokohama, with their cannons trained 
nearby fishing villages. Meanwhile, hundreds 
thousands shore stayed all night, waiting and 
watching. Just before dawn, large, scarlet meteor 
plunged earth, signifying great changes come. 

Hideomi Asada, the Tokyo-based manager for the 
Mods, rock group from Kyushu, admits that his 
lifestyle confuses him. grew with Western movies 
and Coca-Cola, but live tatami,” says Asada. “My 
generation wonders what our identity. pure 
Japanese? No. Rock music more attractive than 


traditional Japanese music. always Western 
movies. Japanese movies are boring. have never 
learned how drink ocha [traditional ceremonial tea] 
flower arranging. It’s funny. Twenty years ago 
most Japanese women wore kimono, but 
generation never wears them. don’t know what 
wear. It’s very confusing.” 

Asada’s bewilderment understandable. Since the 
arrival Perry and the opening Japan the West 
(formalized the Meiji Restoration, 1868), 
successive generations Japanese have been 
continually adapting Western imports their culture, 
create Oriental-Occidental mix that unique 
Japan. For century, Japanese have had telephones, 
electric lights, and Western fashions. The post-war 
occupation Japan accelerated the rate change 
drastically, bringing everything from hamburgers 
Marilyn Monroe movies rock and roll. 

Although may tend see the process 
Americanization the original culture, the Japanese 
have utilized Western goods for long that they

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Continued from page 
perceive such things being part 
their culture international one with 
its own core tastes, aesthetics, and 
viewpoints. 

Hajime Tachibana, founding 
member the techno-pop group the 
Plastics, sums this way: “In Japan, 
modernize mean Westernize. 
Americanize. are following America. 
copied much stuff but after 
copy and copy and copy and copy finally 
got something original, something 
Tokyo-ized. may call cross-cultural 
stuff Western and Japanese. love that 
mixed-up stuff very much. It’s quite 
unique.” 

Unique indeed. The bonsai version 
Western culture that the Japanese have 
shaped for themselves amazes many 
first-time visitors Tokyo. From sushi- 
making robots talking trucks that, 
when backing up, politely caution 
passers-by watch out, technological 
oddities found nowhere else earth 
litter the landscape. More impressive 
than the whiz-bang gimmickry, 
however, are the trend-setters and scene- 
makers who are forging the new, unique 
cultural aesthetic Tokyo today. few 
such leaders are profiled below. Unlike 
days past, the results the elite’s 
inspirations are not reserved for the 
high-born few. The media for the 
message the middle class range from 
advertising fashion, comic books, and 
music. The sound one hand clapping 
has been drowned out the din cash 
registers ringing. 

* * 

Clothing designer Noritake Otake 
explains that his motivation 
developing new mode youth- 
oriented fashion traditional one: 
maintaining the “pure” Japanese spirit. 

Otake first came the attention the 
Japanese public through his popular 
Takenoko boutique, Harajuku, high- 
class neighborhood Tokyo. 
line differed greatly from the jeans and 
T-shirts found other teen boutiques: 
meshes modern patterns and fabrics 


with traditional Asian designs from 
Thailand, Korea, India, and Japan. The 
Takenoko look long flowing robes, 
bright sashes, gauze headbands, 
billowing harem pants, brilliant pastels 
quickly caught with segment 
the Tokyo teen population. Kids wore the 
clothes for dancing the streets outside 
the mammoth Yoyogi Sports Center, 
Harajuku. 

The takenoko-zoku (takenoko means 
“bamboo shoot” and metaphor for 
the younger generation; zoku means 
has come Harajuku dance 
every Sunday afternoon for six years. 
The thousands dancers belong 
scores local dance clubs some with 
only dozen members, others with 
many 500. 

The takenoko dancers are participating 
not mere fad, but certified 
phenomenon. Thanks extensive media 
coverage, the street dancing has led 
recording and televison contracts for 
several takenoko “stars.” (Now, rival 
group dancers, known the graffiti- 
zoku, which bases its fashion sense and 
musical tastes the movie American 
busy re-creating the early days 
rock and roll just down the street.) 

Otake’s boutique and its patrons are 
credited with having sparked 
tremendous boom small boutiques 
and youth-oriented shops and 
restaurants Harajuku. And the 
influence extending nationwide: the 
Takenoko line now sold more than 
100 retail outlets around the country. 

“Takenoko fashions caught quickly 
because they were easy and comfortable 
wear,” says Otake, who native 
Hokkaido. “And the same time they 
were new with former example either 
nationally internationally. They were 
clothes dream in. like design 
clothes for people wear while they are 
still young and looking find 
themselves.” 

Otake considers his clothes 
unifying force for young Japanese, 
particularly the face Western 
influences: think Japanese youngsters 


have Japanese spirit, soul they realize 
subconsciously. They don’t speak about 
with words but they all share spiritual 
bonds. original concept came from 
Kannon, the Buddhist goddess mercy. 
She always shown wearing robe, and 
was intrigued that. Japan owes very 
much Kannon. When walk through 
the streets Harajuku, see the face 
Kannon the faces young Japanese 
girls.” 

* * 

Other than television, the most 
influential medium among young 
Japanese probably the trio biweekly 
magazines published Heibonsha 
Publishing Company: Popeye, Brutus, 
and Olive. 

Popeye was the first get going, back 
1976. Its focus was materialistic: items 
for the 16-to-24 age group, along with 
regular samplings “urban adventures’ 
available home and abroad. Brutus 
and Olive came along later, aimed 
respectively the older brothers and 
sisters the Popeye readership. The 
three have attracted countless copycat 
rivals, but thus far they remain the 
leaders, with combined circulation 
nearly million copies percent 
which comes from newsstand sales. 

Jimmy Nelson, editor Brutus, 
stands out the only foreign 
editor/writer employed any the 
magazines. Nelson graduated from 
Princeton with degree Asian studies, 


but says never possessed any 
romanticized ideals about Bushido, noh, 
Zen, ikebana and thus felt 
betrayed modern Japan.” 

his job for Brutus, Nelson travels the 
world, conducting interviews, setting 
photo shoots, and amassing vast 
amounts information minimal 
amounts time. It’s not unusual for him 
produce more than 100 pages 
articles and color photos little 
sports, little food, little drink, stores 
period. 

hectic schedule reflects the 
style Popeye and its fellow journals 
short descriptive bits text provide terse 
explanations the numerous color 
photos that are crammed every page. 
Nearly everything deemed interest 
the readers, says Nelson, follows the 
basic premise that “the world fun 
place in.” Popeye and Brutus 
readers are kept up-to-date buying 
clothes Milan, riding roller coasters 
New Jersey, and visiting the surf shops 
Maui. The magazines keep analysis 
minimum, situation that times 
irritates Nelson. 

“Sometimes you want bit more social 
conscience,” says. frustrating 
because showing all these items 
from foreign countries, but you have 
idea why they exist, what their context is. 
That bothers me, but doesn’t seem 
bother the Japanese very much. 
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very good just taking what they want 
and leaving behind what they don’t 
want. For example, spent three weeks 
the Ritz London doing the 
British” thing, showing things like $200 


packages cigarettes, but not 


mentioning the millions unemployed. 
Everything has very upbeat and 
happy, and get tired that.” 

Another thing that Nelson has gotten 
tired the idea that the Japanese are 
fascinated with the West. talk 
Japanese fascination with the West 
silly,” asserts. has not 
kept the Japanese Western clothes for 
100 years. Because Americans are now 
fascinated withe Japan, they figure the 
fascinated return. It’s 
narrow-minded.” 

* * 

One Japanese who readily admits 
being fascinated with America 
illustrator/cartoonist Teruhiko Yumura, 
also known Flamingo Terry, Terry 
Johnson, Terry Mann, and Terrino 
Gonzalez among other variations. 

“When was America, any kind 
billboard trash the street looked 
charming me,” says. like America 
have many American scenes. would 
like there more, but don’t have the 
time, draw instead.” 

The particular vision America that 
Flamingo Terry draws hardly 
tourist’s snapshot view. Yumura’s 


cartoons depict quirky cast 
characters: escapees from Charles Atlas 
ads (buxom babes and sand-kicking he- 
men) romp among typical Japanese 
families, sexually potent penguins, 
amputees, and American dreamboats 
from the 

Yumura one the most popular 
(and most widely imitated) illustrators 
working Tokyo today. His 
stye can found advertisements and 
animated films and magazine covers, 
book jackets, calendars, and postcards. 

Illustrators are widely influential 
Japanese popular culture. The popularity 
manga (weekly comic books) cuts 
across all boundaries class, education, 
and upbringing. According the World 
Year Book, percent all books and 
magazines published Japar. are 
cartoon publications, and these account 
for percent total publication 
circulation. Between 1977 and 1982, the 
four largest Japanese film studios 
released more than feature-length 
movies based manga stories 
characters. 1980 and 1981, animated 
features about the adventures 22nd- 
century robot cat named Doraemon were 
among the top three money-makers for 
the mammoth Toho studios. 

Yumura explains the popularity his 
own zany work this way: “The 
generations are changing. It’s interesting 
because short while ago, something 


that was perfect totally beautiful the 
classic sense was considered the most 
preferable style for illustration. That was 
most popular. Now ‘bad-nice’ 
popular. something that doesn’t 
look like was the work 
professional, somebody who went 
the art academy. looks like something 
that any kid could draw.” 

Yumura says that the inspiration for 
his style was largely the 
desire show some individuality and 
personality nearly heretical 
declaration. went Tama Art School 
study graphic design,” says. “And 
while was there realized that the 
square geometric designs for me. 
Whatever you learn school, art 
anything, rather than show off the 
technique, it’s much better express 
You must show inside 
you, your sense what naturally comes 
out, rather than what you have been 
taught 

Nonetheless, says, would rather 
not labeled nationality any 
other way that shows personality. 
People who see what should get 
everything just from the illustration 
rather than from something like 
nationality. anything matters, should 
their personality and nationality.” 

When American manufacturers trying 

export their goods Japan complain 


about the difficulty breaking into the 
market there, they receive little 
sympathy from most Japanese. Western 
producers simply don’t understand how 
design and promote their products for 
the Japanese consumer, many say. 

advertising like you 
find America not popular Japan,” 
explains Tad Nishiyama, the head 
marketing for major Japanese 
advertising firm. advertising 
very logical, but Japanese familiar 
with logic. very emotional. 
advertisement has good mood, good 
atmosphere, then it’s successful.

One the most successsful mood 
makers Japanese advertising today 
Eiko Ishioka. The 37-year-old Tokyoite 
has been called ultimate 
designer” and certainly she the best- 
known within its boundaries. Through 
her role staff art director for the 
Parco Department Store chain, Ishioka 
has emerged one the most 
influential image-makers modern 
Japanese advertising. She has taken

Disney cartoons, jazz, and Western 
movies were staples Ishioka’s life 
when she was growing up. Ten years ago 
she won major international 
competition poster design, and her 
accomplishments have come one after 
another ever since.

team (photographer, models, illustrator, 
stylists, etc.) help her convey the idea. 
Like other art directors Japan, she 
given relatively free hand deciding 


what the advertising copy should say. 
She and others avoid heavy-handed

many her peers, Ishioka frequently 
relies Western models, all races, 
get her point across.

“Every three months things change.

long time now, poly- 
ester has been pretty much 

like the old joke about the 
weather everybody complains 
about it, but nobody does any- 
thing. And, like blizzards and 
muggy weather, just 
away. 

good say you never 
touch the stuff. Even people who 
detest polyester find that it’s 
part their daily lives. Last year, 
manufacturers made 4.2 billion 
pounds it, and even you 
wear double-knit leisure 
suits, you probably sleep drip- 
dry sheets. the very least, 
study your underwear labels 
will prove that, often enough 
anyway, nothing comes between 
you and your polyester. 

The petroleum-based 
has the reputation being poor 
man’s material. But ironically, 
certain types polyester have 
high standing among the very 
rich, who seem 
debatable charms more than you 
and do. For instance, Pratesi 
drip-dry sheets, made Italy, 
sold Fifth Avenue, and priced 
about $600 for double-bed 
set, are fully percent polyester 
(the other percent cotton), 
whereas ordinary drip-dry sheets 
dare only percent syn- 
thetic. And $2000 Mary MacFad- 
den evening gowns, loved 
Jackie Kennedy and other social- 
ites, are made from the 
famous pleated fabric, which 
turns out super-deluxe 
private-label polyester. 

trying understand what 
exactly polyester is, helps 
genus synthetic fiber. (Some 
other familiar “genera” syn- 
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Poly syllables

thetic fibers are rayon, nylon, 
and acrylic.) There are 
trademarked within 
each genus; Dacron and Fortrel 
are two species polyester. 

Nonetheless, the word 
ester” has become synonym for 
everything cheap and shoddy; 
most associate more with 
television’s Tarlek (of 
WKRP Cincinnati) than with 
the jet set. Recently the people 
Pont and other manufac- 
turing centers have begun work- 
ing improve polyester’s image.

Berkshire mountain high 
gold them thar hills

the summertime, when the ground 
dries and mosquitoes sharpen their 

stickers, art makes game attempt 
plug itself into nature. Symphony or- 
chestras settle down under canopies; 
dancers perfume themselves with Deep 
Woods Off and pirouette among the 
pines; and actors discover the traveling 
showman’s art holding 
attention amid myriad squirrely 
distractions. Suddenly plays and concerts 
even the indoor ones toil 
take your mind off the outside world.

The Cadillac summer theaters the 
Williamstown Theater Festival, where 
many our leading actors flee the hurly- 
burly New York Hollywood for 
week Chekhov Pinter. and out 
they fly, for relatively little money: 
Christopher Reeve, Christopher Walken, 
Dick Cavett, Ken Howard, Richard 
Dreyfuss, Sigourney Weaver, Blythe 
Danner. The place booming this year, 
with two resident young dramatists, 
experimental theater called the Other 
Stage, weekly play readings and special 
presentations, and scores panting 
apprentices shelled out grand 
apiece bask the starlight. The 
theater takes its risks, sure: witness 
last season’s six-and-a-half-hour Ten- 
nessee Williams fest, even this year’s 
compelling Ivanov, with Christopher 
Walken. But you sense that the audience 
happiest with crowd-pleasers like 
Room Service Holiday, the latter 
which closed week ago featuring 
Blythe Danner, Marisa Berenson, Super- 
man, and the White Shadow. What 
you didn’t know about it? Well, take 
heart: the production played 113-per- 
cent capacity, you probably 
have gotten you had. 

Philip Barry’s comedy, which the 
program announced the 225th produc- 
tion the 174th play (for those you 
keeping score home), looked like 
million dollars. The golden drawing- 
room set boasted two chandeliers and 
back wall glass leading two 
magnificent staircases (one going up, one 
down). And that was just the first act. 
There was something heavy, too, about 
the tread director Nikos 
Psacharopoulos also the artistic 
director the festival). Seldom have 
seen production speedy and yet 
lumbering, like elephant Dex- 
edrine. Written just before the stock- 
market crash, Barry’s mildly diverting 
comedy about young lawyer (Ken 
Howard) who makes killing the 
market and decides abandon the 
world high finance for the purpose 
learning “who is” much the 
horror his filthy rich fiancée (Marisa 
Berenson) and her blustery papa (Jerome 
Dempsey). finds soulmate his 
fiancée’s older sister (Blythe Danner), 
who has herself become depressed and 

alienated the “reverence for riches.” 
And the end she drops out with him, 
though she remembers take her hat 
boxes wherever she’s dropping to. 
fuzzy about the play’s message:

don the system not because it’s wrong 
but because it’s stopped being fun. 

All this wouldn’t matter 
for Danner, with her sky-blue 
eyes and sylphid figure and throaty bray.

She 
doesn’t rely tricks, and her 
performances trace phoni- 
ness unless it’s her characters who are 
performing, and then you can peer

(Commendably, the production 
does try adhere the working-class 
cockney accents essential Pinter’s 
rhythms.) Oliver Platt’s tempered per- 
formance Gus self-contemplative, 
lumbering, and stuttering. becomes 
more pathetic and hysterical with each 
message from above, and his final outcry 
the god the other end the 
dumbwaiter one the play’s strong 
points.

Director Christopher Payton has 
take partial responsibility for 
overacting, and for the flawed last scene.

hen Hollywood churns out the 
sequel The Omen Smokey 

and the Bandit, one has any 
illusions about why got made. Sequels 
are sausage jobs, movies that epitomize 
the weary reliance formula that has 
long been the bane the industry. Yet 
when movie binds 
together, when articulates potent 
fantasy that not even its creators were 
fully aware of, then its sequel can 
special event gesture generosity 
toward the audience, fulfillment the 
art. making The Godfather, 
Part II, Coppola understood that 
the original Godfather wasn’t just 
“smash” but instant American myth, 
and that audiences would eager see 
that myth expanded. And lesser 
scale, think the same logic could 
applied Saturday Night Fever. its 
luminous pastiche Bee Gees songs, 
melodrama, and 
shaking booties, the film had rare 
feeling for the glittery magic pop 
culture, for the way that music and 
dance, even the mechanized forms 
they took the could enter 
someone’s bloodstream like drug. 
Tony Manero, John Travolta struck 
chord with audiences not just because 
Believed His Dream, like that cocky 
eager-achiever Jennifer 
Flashdance, but because the movie 
showed you what his dream meant 
escape from the work week, triumph 
over urban despair. The picture may 
have had some jarring contrivances, but 


the incandescent dance scenes told you 
what the spare-parts story didn’t have to: 
that there was passion, ecstasy, and even 
beauty disco. That even the sexed- 
out romance endured. 

Saturday Night Fever began life 
shrewdly calculated youth movie and 
wound finding inspiring message 
the sound and pulse its era. 
sequel was called for (indeed, the film 
practically begged for one), that’s be- 
cause those caught the story would 
surely want see how Tony Manero 
fares Manhattan the real world 
after bidding goodbye his family and 
friends, and the weekly rounds 
adoration 2001 Odyssey. Unfortunate- 
ly, precious little the real world has 
found its way into the second chapter 
Tony’s story. Cowritten, coproduced, 
and directed Sylvester Stallone, and 
featuring Travolta and all-new cast, 
Staying Alive isn’t just disappointment 
it’s disgrace. The movie synthesizes 
the trashiest elements every schlock- 
inspirational musical from the past dec- 
ade. It’s Chorus Line, it’s All That Jazz, 
Fame, it’s Flashdance all rolled into 
one throbbing package and spiced with 
the Collected Wisdom Sly Stallone. 
Stallone’s I-can-do-anything arrogance 
may Hollywood legend now, but 
his work Staying Alive such orgy 
ego that the mind reels. Here is, 
signing take the younger Italian 
superstar under his wing, ushering him 
through the role was born play. 
And what does Stallone do? Surprise 
goes and makes Rocky IV. course, 
apparent now that director, 
turning out Rocky movies about all 
Sylvester Stallone capable of.

Bush hair, and dropping heartless lines 
like “Everybody uses everybody 
She certainly uses (and abuses) 
Tony, and one the staggering 
miscalculations send him panting 
after this callous rich girl, character 
even more unapproachable than the cold

Eventually, Tony ends replacing 
the the male lead the show, dancing 
hot erotic numbers opposite the woman 
can’t have offstage.

Trying hip and 
flashy, Stallone ended going wild 
the editing room, cutting the dances 
into tiny pieces (few the shots are held 
for longer than three seconds) and then 
haphazardly gluing the fragments 
together. The result, which looks some- 
thing like the Solid Gold Dancers 
edited Sergei Eisenstein, not only 
crushes whatever grace and verve the 
dances might have had but destroys the 
most elemental sense continuity.

Beating the drum for hard bop

hether the gauge output

Today, after more than years, 
Contemporary still the family 
son John produces the new 
sessions), and vintage albums slip back 
into the catalogue quietly: whereas old 
Verves and Prestiges reappear the 
dozens, just two three rare Contem- 
poraries surface every few months. With 
the recent reissue Blues, the 
Curtis Counce Group, now have all 
three that quintet’s records back 
circulation and can enjoy that con- 
tradiction the 1950s, hard-bop band 
from the West Coast. 

Hard bop the prevalent 
jazz style isn’t supposed the 
music cool California; but then this 
group really rooted Kansas City

kins), and Detroit (trumpeter Jack 
Sheldon), with bit Texas tenor 
(Harold Land, who was born Houston 
but raised San Diego). quarrel, 
then, with the urban, 
lineage the Counce Group, unless one 
chooses dismiss hard bop that very 
ground. Many jazz histories see hard 
bop, despite the superlative players 
produced, reactionary, concessive 
dilution bebop that legitimized over- 
extended soloing and made gospel licks 
its first commercial incarna- 
tion) fashionable. Counce’s albums 
(Landslide and Counceltation well 
Blues) make spirited case for the 


genre’s strengths. 

Drawing line between hard bop and 
parent style bebop can tedious; but 
the key difference, what made hard bop 
hard, the new importance the 
drummer the small jazz ensemble 
and the distinction clearly drawn the 
repertoire Counce’s band. tune 
like the Gerald Wiggins-Kenny Clarke 
line “Sonar,” which something 
prototype, the rapid gymnastic twists 
bebop give way shorter phrases with 
emphatic accents and space for per- 
cussive commentary.

This focus makes hard bop purer jazz 
style than other simplifications the 
music’s history have been. With the right 
drummer, can even transcendent 
style, despite its share pedestrian 
solos. The Curtis Counce Group 
expemplary this regard, because 
features outstanding drummer, the 
neglected Frank Butler. these debut 
recordings, which were made while 
was his late ‘20s, Butler evinces the 
limber grace Kenny Clarke and the 
melodic resourcefulness Max Roach, 
plus élan and sense proportion 
that are all his own. ensembles, his 
breaks and accents flare and sparkle; 
behind soloists, gibes and taunts 
without smothering (his work brushes 
behind Perkins constant delight); and 
soloist, echoes and expands upon 
rudimentary patterns manner recall- 
ing Roach without the posed, chiseled- 


in-stone effect Roach often achieves. His 
best supporting moments include “Mean 
Me,” which his drive the theme 
chorus carries over his backing 
Land, and the slow blues “Sarah,” 
which rouses somnolent Sheldon 
into more emphatic conclusion. His 
extended solos are models thoughtful 
Frank,” which smoothly integrates 
hand drumming. 

Carl Perkins, who preferred hold his 
left forearm parallel the keyboard, also 
contributes the jabbing, percussive 
aspect the music. Like many hard- 
boppers, Perkins solo may seem self- 
effacing, yet swings thoroughly 
and his ideas flow profusely that 
gets you indirection. Blues and 
gospel references abound his playing, 
but with his unforced delivery and the 
streamlined precision his touch, they 
never sound labored. shows just 
how effective Perkins can be, 
sustains sanctified mood over several 
slow choruses. brighter tempo, like 
that employed for the Charlie Parker 
blues “Big Foot,” Perkins projects 
insouciance that recalls Hampton Hawes, 
one the mainstays the Contem- 
porary catalogue. Perkins had 
weakness, was ballad playing, which 
could sentimental and too ornate 
(“Time After though grows 
attractively brittle such later ballads 
“Counceltation” and 

can also hear Harold Land gain 
assurance ballad player (compare 
“How Deep the Ocean?” his 
reluctant “Time After Time” feature 
recorded year earlier), the point that 
slow tempos find him applying the keen 
pacing and measured dynamics his 
brisker efforts.

These performances with Counce 
are among the best from Land’s more 
personal early period, before suc- 
cumbed fascination with John 
Coltrane that proved less than salutary. 


contrast, trumpeter Jack Sheldon 
suggested variety models his work 
with Counce: intimate Miles Davis/Chet 
Baker effacement, more frolicsome Fats 
Navarro/Clifford Brown turns with the 
mute, and hints Gillespie outbursts. 
Sheldon was less than original, though, 
and minimal presence ballads, 
proved agile (Gerald Wilson, who subs 
for Sheldon twice Carl’s Blues, 
noticeably ragged comparison) and 
crisply lyrical, especially and 
Dream.”

Taking the country out the boy

George Strait concert. Back 1981, this 
30-year-old ranch-raised Texan debuted 
record with the aptly titled Strait 
Country (MCA), modest though satis- 
fyingly gritty album. Although flawed 
too many appeals knee-jerk emotions, 
Strait Country showcased smoky, 
roughhewn voice that had the potential 
join the ranks great honky-tonk 
singers. But too much Nashville and not 
enough Texas choked this promise 
the follow-up, Strait from the Heart 
(MCA). His soul-wrenching voice, 
out, was chameleon that 
crawled from the dark shades Merle 
Haggard and George Jones the 
bleached tones Glen Campbell. True, 
hit singles continue drop, but his latest 
album nonetheless wimpy set 
performances. Even so, wasn’t enough 
prepare for the hideous grandeur 
the Palace, which honky-tonk. 

The Palace symbolizes what genuine 
cowpoke against. Strait, who has 
agricultural degree, managed 1000- 
head, 2700-acre spread for three the six 
years was the Texas circuit. During 
that time, was backed the Ace 
the Hole Band, which assembled via 
flyers his college bulletin boards. His 
break Nashville where singers are 
signed, not bands forced him leave 
behind his buddies (except for touring) 
and turn over his voice what could 
called the Opryland mafia. powerful 
clique producers and studio musicians 
(from Billy Sherrill Pig Robbins), the 
mafia operates assembly line that 
manufactures pretty, violin-laden 
sound for audience that one pop’s 
say that all country fans have gotten fat 
and soft, most the music sure has. 
Strait was able slip some real stuff 
through Nashville’s syndicate, despite 
being torn from his band. get 
above your raisin’,” Lester Flatt and Earl 
Scruggs once sang, and for one album 
Strait didn’t not much, anyway. But 
that warning was given before country 
became outpost for the upwardly 
mobile soap-opera mentality. late

The Strait show the Palace could 
have been the Beverly Hillbillies’ idea 
the high life. Crystal chandeliers glittered 
below fiberboard-paneled ceiling and 
above long, narrow tables draped 
white linen and jutting into the stage 
where the dance floor should have been. 
(The dance area had been shunted far 
one side, from where you couldn’t see the 
stage.) Hustling $2.50 Budweisers, leggy, 


cottontail-less bunnies wore black 
leotards, breast-uplifting bogus tuxedos, 
and white bow ties fastened around the 
neck like dog collars. black man 
white jacket sold cigars and handed out 
towels the toilet. Tickets were $9.50. 
The place was embarrassingly empty, 
third full most, counting the horde 
freebies. The ass-kicking irony here 
that only hundred yards down 
Route there’s real honky-tonk, the 
Blue Star, with gravel parking lot, dark 
low-ceilinged interior, and broad and 
beaten dance floor wonderful place 
where one hands you towel after 
you tap kidney. The Palace crowd 
could have easily fitted into the Blue Star 
(where swear the graves Hank 
Williams, Lefty Frizzell, and Bob Wills, 
Strait’s voice was meant be). 

But forgot where was when 
strode onto the stage and barreled into 
George Jones’s “Why Baby Why.” Levi- 
handsome, clean shaven, side- 
burns, white cowboy hat resting his 
wavy brown hair, wearing jeans and 
simple gray Western shirt, Strait didn’t 
have hint pretension. There was 
single spotlight, and the sound was being 
mixed stage the bassist. Every 
expense was spared, which how like 
country, and the sound was 
unbalanced (guitar and fiddle often 
drowning out pedal steel and electric 
piano), the spirit was there. With seven 
instruments (counting Strait’s rhythm 
guitar), was classic bar band: deft 
accompaniment percolating under the 
lyrics, sharp fills, hard fast solos. And 
singing. 

Although was cheerful and sober, 
Strait’s voice has the melancholy burr 
and stout kick Jack Daniels. His thick 
timbre begins deep his chest, and 
when lets go, did Dallas 
“Honky Tonk Downstairs,” 
cut his debut, can soar with slicing 
purity. mixture heart and muscle, it’s 
the sort voice associate with 
sincerity. That why he’s piercing with 
songs about bruised broken romances. 
also why can get away with fluff. 

Strait Country provided the meat 
the show, but the tingling backbone 
came from covers Haggard, Jimmie 
Rodgers, and, most all, Bob Wills. 
These uptempo standards inspired few 
couples take off for the banquet 
room’s hinterlands dance, whereas his 
own songs (the ones he’s associated with, 
that is, since he’s not songwriter save 
for the token See Texas from 
Here”) pegged our drinks. “That 
woman that had wrapped around 
finger just came unwound,” sang 
“Unwound.” down the bar and 
out mind,” sang “Down and 
Out.” “Everytime you throw dirt her, 
you lose little ground,” sang 
“Lose Little Ground.” their best, 


these midtempos tightroped sentiment 
and sentimentality, drama and dreck, 
crying and gagging. Others stumbled 
into the syrup, though performed live 
front tough band and whooping 
audience easier swallow than 
the cloying studio arrangements. 

Strait from the Heart, except for the 
so-so “Honky Tonk Crazy” and the 
evocative Fire Can’t Put Out,” his 
songs swan-dive into the molasses. It’s 
yielded four hit singles, which why the 
completed third album’s release has been 
postponed for third time, October. 
The Ace the Hole Band coasted 
through the sweetness and lightweights 
“Marina Del Ray,” “Amarillo 
Morning,” and “The Only Thing Have 
and Strait veered from the off-the- 
cuff delivery Jimmy Buffet the 
teddy-bear emoting Kenny Rogers. 
also played handful new tunes. 
cheatin’ song caught ear and im- 
agination; called, think, “Doing Her 


Wrong Ain’t Doing Right,” had the 
line “That number she found 
shirt/Is just new girl they hired 
work.” played this before “Friday 
Night Fever,” non-cheating song the 
debut: heard all those come-on 
lines/But home closing time.” 
view how quickly Strait handed his 
voice over the first sign contract, 
it’s hard predict how the new songs 
will survive producer Blake Mevis and 
the wretched Nashville String Machine. 
probably suffocate. 

the end, however, the Palace and 
several duds from the second 
spoil this show. Strait was more than 
charmer; put out. After two sets, two 
encores, and songs, only couple 
them repeated, hung around and 
signed autographs. bigger ego and 
Strait has the sales have developed 
one would have banged out the show 
and headed for the bus. With such 
paltry crowd, why bother? Strait did 
because cared about the hearty, hard- 
drinking audience.

Even when her enclosed garden 
suffocating, her admirers visit often 
enough. “Nightbird,” from The Wild Heart (her 
second solo record), should separate her enrap- 
tured flock from the indifferent outsiders. This 
attenuated trifle about romantic sadness begins 
with extended meditation her footwear and 
her eye make-up that borders obscene 
fascination. Still, like many her most cuckoo 
numbers, offers dazzling touches

into edgy snarls, soaring chorus that briefly 
open her narcissus-petal fancies. The 
still insufferable. “Sometimes surrounded/By 
too much love,” she frets, but it’s partly her fault 
Nicks must face avalanches adoration every 
time she brushes her teeth. How can one personal 
pronoun encompass this swarming, 
white-winged solar system self-reference? 

But it’s also true that Nicks has grand 
delusions about the depth her precious- 
creaturehood. better-behaved world than pop 
she would muster more modesty. And 
more logical world than pop music’s, she might 
apply her spry voice with its rare, rough-and- 
tumble dreaminess more thoughtful, tightly. 
packed songs. But then risk becoming the 
female Jackson Browne, and she’d never have 
come with messy masterpiece like “Edge 
Seventeen.” 

Yes, Nicks’s dizzy musings ramble the LP, 
especially the title cut. But for her captivated 
fans, the songs often harken back cozy 
melody phrase. (For example, the way “If 
Anyone settles down the plainspoken 
“Never seen ... anything ... like you,” only 
whoosh the chorus’s hooks.) Backed the 
brass-throat vocals Sharon Celani and Lori 
Perry, Nicks swiftly struts out “Enchanted” 
(which boasts raucous bridge); and “Gate and 
Garden,” with its achy-sublime C&W arrange- 
ment, it’s radically reticent Nicks insist that 
the details her love affair are too private 
disclose.

Consummate politics was what 
finally took launch the Arts Lottery. 
Another version the bill, submitted 
1978, allotted half the lottery profits

first one had, too failed pass. But 
1979, bill establishing lottery game 
with all proceeds funneled local “arts 
councils” was signed into law Gover- 
nor Edward King. 

The skeptics proved right. The big, 
beautiful tickets trickled out; only 
$273,000 trickled back in, and July 1981 
the State Lottery Commission shut the 
game down avert bankruptcy. 
huddled with the commission create 
new game. Enter, November 16, 1982, 
Megabucks, with its tickets and 
weekly drawings. December 1982, 
the game had netted close million, 


and the lottery commission was predict- 
ing that Megabucks could bring 
between $14 and $20 million 
Suddenly the Massachusetts arts world 
stood inherit whole lot money. 
rather, one segment that world the 
local Arts Lottery Councils, which had 
been established disburse the lottery’s 
profits. MCAH, having 
missed the lottery after correctly predict- 
ing its failure, now had contend with 
giant and threatening success. Millions 
dollars for the arts were about 
distributed nonexperts (though the 
lottery this year provided percent 
budget). Something had 
done. That something was merger.

There are 310 local and regional lottery 
councils across Massachusetts, each one 
made five more residents 
appointed the mayor selectmen. 
Each council reviews and votes the 
simple, one-page grant applications from 
its town. poet from Abington, for 
instance, might apply for $500 for 
poetry reading; the request would 
granted rejected the Abington Arts 
Lottery Council, which comprises

This spring, only 1300 applica- 
tions the local lottery councils were 
rejected. comparison, MCAH receives 
about 3000 inquiries annually; those, 
800 actually apply and 500 are 
funded.

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judging applicants? “Well, you might 
say, what about that dinky theater group 
Fall River, they shouldn’t get any 
money,” says. “But that’s not 
what they think Fall River! It’s just 
incredible out there. And the 
decision about good for com- 
munity the community councils 
decide.” 

Besides stimulating local arts, the 
lottery has engendered powerful con- 
stituency more than 1500 community 
arts activists who serve the councils 
and who about relinquish what 
received from the lottery.
